An * concerning the Great Seal of this State. 
Paſſed January 26th, 1798. 
B* i enacted by the People of the State of New. 
York, repreſented in Senate and Aſſembly, 
That it ſhall and may be lawful for the Comp- 
troller, Surveyor-General, and Attorney-Gen- 
eral of this State, or any two of them, to view 
and examine the Great Seal of this State, and 
to cauſe it to be repaired, or a new Great Seal 
to be made inſtead thereof, after ſuch model, 
plan and device, as they, or any two of them, 
ſhall judge proper and expedient ; and in caſe 
they ſhall think proper to have a new Great 
Seal made, then they ſhall deliver the ſame, 
when completed, to the perſon adminiſtering 
— government of this State, for the time be- 
ing, who ſhall thereupon deliver the preſent 
Great Seal of this State to them, and they ſhall 
cauſe the ſame to be broken and melted in 
their preſence, and then diſpoſe of the metal 
thereof for the benefit of the State; and ſuch 
new Great Seal ſhall be uſed and conſidered 
as the Great Seal of this State from the time 
of the delivery thereof as aforeſaid ; and in 
caſe they ſhall determine to cauſe the preſent 
Great Seal to be repaired, then the perſon ad- 
miniſteting the government of this State for 
the time being, ſhall deliver the ſame to them 
for that purpoſe ; and if they ſhall cauſe a new 
Great Seal to be made, they ſhall cauſe de- 
ſcription thereof, in writing, to be delivered to 
the Secretary of this State, who ſhall file and 
record the ſame in his office.

Elders and four Deacons of the ſaid church, 
or congregation, in addition to the preſent 
number, may be elected, equally, as if it had 
been originally granted by the ſaid charter, 
that eight Elders and eight Deacons might 
have been elected, and that the two Elders 
and two Deacons, who ſhall be firſt in nomi- 
nation in the minute or vote of the conſiſtory 
of the firſt election, of the ſaid additional four

to preſent to either houſe, at their next ſeſſion,
